~ Astanding-room only 
crowd voices opinions 
on proposed marina 


It was a full house at Boyne City’s City Hall Audi- 
torium, as local citizens gathered to put in their two 
cents on the marina proposed at the end of Water 
Street. 

The Department of Environmental Quality public 
hearing on the project was held Monday night, with 
around 100 in attendance. The subject: a dock be- 
hind Garrett's on Water Street, proposed by property 
owners Greg Krueger and Joe Thomas as One Water 
Street Investment LLC, to include a 24-foot ramp, a 
180-foot-long section of trestle docks, one 20-foot 
long floating dock piece, and four 50-foot-long float- 
ing dock sections, an overall length of 424 feet. The 
dock, which includes plans for the four, 50-foot sec- 
tions to be removed off-season, would offer broad- 
side dockage along the most waterward 200-foot sec- 
tion, 

The public meeting was called by the DEQ in re- 
sponse to a request from the City of Boyne City. 

Once given an opportunity to speak; those present 
expressed views that were both strong and polarized. 

‘| want to voice my strong support for the project,” 
said local resident and business owner Todd Wright; 
conversely, resident Penny Hardy added her words, 
“If we let everyone come and do everything they want 
to do, what we have here will be spoiled forever.” 

And so it went. 

Concerns ranged from the effect the marina would 
have on fishing in the area to the issue of obscuring 


‘lake views, always a hot-button issue in the commu- 


nity, 

‘Where [developers] want to put the dock is where 
all of the local fishermen fish, and it blocks the view 
corridor from the street,” said resident Shirley Howie, 
a contention that was echoed by several who spoke 
at the meeting.

TO THE EDITOR: 


How much of your own Social Security benefits are 
you willing to give to an illegal alien from Mexico? Right 
now, the Social Security Administration is holding high- 
level talks with Mexican government officials. They plan 
to pay Social Security benefits to illegal aliens from 
Mexico, directly from your Social Security Trust Fund. 

The Washington Post was first to reveal this scandal 
and the story gets worse as more details emerge, High- 
level U.S. and Mexican officials have already held sev- 
eral meetings since November 2001 and they insist these 
meetings are “informal” and “preliminary.”

Area soldier tells his side of the war in Iraq 


(Editor’s Note: This letter was written by the nephew 
of local resident Debbie Juday, who forwarded it to The 
Citizen-Journal.) 


TO THE EDITOR: 


From an American soldier, in response to a debate go- 
ing on in his family about Iraq: 

If you were here you would see that most Iraqis do want 
us here. We have freed them from an oppressive and evil 
man. He is like Hitler. The man has gassed his own people 
for years. If someone were to disagree with him or even 
thought to have disagreed with him they would come to 
their home which has no electricity, no water, very little 
food and rape their wives and kill their children in front 
of them. Then imprison them for god knows how long. 
With one of his many palaces he built on the Tigris River 
he could have gave running water and electricity to a city 
of 10,000 people. I can’t count on my fingers how many 
palaces he has on that river. 

I am proud to be here and 1 am proud of my commander 
and chief. He has been blowing of the UN since the gulf 
war and Clinton didn’t have the [guts] to do anything about 
it except launch a few missiles here and there. Our air 
force patrolled no fly zone and were shot at by anti-air-

craft weapons all the time. Now we have the strongest 
country on earth. Let someone shoot at one of our pilots 
and get away with it, 

Since I’ve been here we have shut down terror camps 
sa those that say he didn’t support terrorism are full of 
{bull}. We found mobile chemical labs, mortar with 
chemical war heads. They built so many weapons since 
the gulf war that they were not supposed to it would be 
impossible for me to list them. I have had about 10 of my 
friends shot over here fighting for the freedom of not only 
the Iraqi people but the people of this whole region and 
they believed in what they were doing. 

We don’t want to read how bad it is for us over here, 
we NEED the support, especially from family. I left my 
son and my wife to come to this country and that is hard 
enough. I read and hear how wrong I am all the time for 
being here. When you say we’re wrong for being here 
you are saying I am wrong for being here. And the last 
thing I need to hear when I could get shot or blown up is 
someone in my family doesn’t support me or what J do, 

Things have calmed down a lot, I’m sure you know 
that. But that doesn’t mean it’s a walk in the park. Last 
week they shot a rocket in to where I live and the thing hit 
eight connexes from mine. So I’m not really all that safe 
even in the place that I sleep. But we don’t just fight 


Saddam. There are people from Syria and Pakistan. Ey- 
ery other terrorist harboring country wants to kill an 
American just to kill an American. We give them food, 


- build them schools, give them jobs, fix their roads, give 


them electricity, medical help and supplies, clean drink- 
ing water. They couldn’t have these things before not be- 
cause of the sanctions put on them but because Saddam 
stole it from them. What could be the richest part of Iraq 
because of the oil they have is the poorest because Saddam 
stole it from them. 

We have uncovered graves and records of prisoners that 
just disappeared. Not just hundreds of them but thou- 
sands - buildings full and they didn’t need a reason to 
arrest you. I talked to a man who is now an ICDC Soldier 
(stands for Iraqi Civil Defense Core). He has four chil- 
dren. He had five but when his youngest was three months 
old Saddam’s police came to his house in the middle of 
the night and raped his wife in front of them then took his 
three month old baby girl and bashed her head against-the 
wall to kill her in front of him. Then left. A real good 
place to be. Welt, I got to go. I can only be on the com- 
puter for so long. I just don’t have the luxuries that I try 
to make sure everybody else does.

There is help for those suffering from anorexia

Summer begins with an excitement of friends and fun; 
however, for some older youth, a nightmare lurks. Anor- 
exia Nervosa. 

The average age of onset for Anorexia Nervosa is 17.5 
years, and 90 percent are females, Anorexia Nervosa (re- 
striction of foods) and Bulimia (binging on large amounts 
of food and vomiting) constitutes one of the highest mor- 
tality rates among psychiatric disorders. Often, depres- 
sion and anxiety can accompany both Anorexia Nervosa 
and Bulimia. Research suggests that sufferers of Anorexia 
Nervosa are at risk for premature death by starvation and 
suicide. In the mental health profession there is debate about 
how or why Anorexia Nervosa begins. There are youth who 
bought prom dresses, monitored eating for a few days be- 
fore the big night, and were out with friends for pizza the 
next day. Unfortunately, for a few, something was trig- 
gered, severe food restriction takes hold, and pizza becomes 
a terrifying enemy. I categorize the first group as “Learn- 
ing from Beauty Culture - Transient Dieters” and the sec- 
ond group high risk for Anorexia Nervosa — the spiral 
picks up momentum with each pound lost. 

Anorexics report feeling better about themselves each 
day they are able to restrict foods. It is as if self-esteem 
has become confused with starvation. The preoccupation 
for weight loss or a “drive for thinness” becomes all en- 
compassing for the older youth. Excessive counting of 
calories acts as a gauge leading to more and more food 
restriction. Often, Anorexics believe that 200 to 500 calo- 
ties [a day] is too much! Anorexics report that they MUST 


_ know how much they weigh because they have an extreme 


fear of becoming fat. (Interestingly, those diagnosed with 


_ Anorexia Nervosa do not suffer from obesity prior to the 
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illness.) With each passing day, the Anorexic begins miss- 
ing meals, not eating with friends or family and finds any 
excuse to avoid an occasion where food is available. One 
youth told me that she started putting her food in a plastic 
bag during dinners so she could hide her food restriction 
from family. Often food is hidden in places throughout 
the home and thrown away later in the night. Also, exces- 
sive exercise becomes the youth’s way to “purge” calo- 
ries. Eating small amounts of food is immediately fol- 
lowed by jogging, sit-ups, using work out equipment, and 
biking. 

Commonly, eating disorders begin with Anorexia 
Nervosa and then lead into Bulimia where a cycle of both 
eating disorders take over. 

Youth begin binging on large amounts of food after long 


periods of food restriction, which is attributed to the feel- . 


ings of starvation. Self-induced vomiting removes the food 
from the body leaving noticeable swelling of the salvia 
glands and broken blood vessels in the eyes. Sometimes, 
youth begin using food purging because family and friends 
have commented on the food restriction and weight loss. 
To. avoid questions, the Anorexic increases eating to stop 
any attention to her body, Meanwhile she is vomiting the 
food to satisfy the drive for thinness and fear of becoming 
fat. The negative effects of Anorexia Nervosa and Bulimia 
are complex. Some of the outcomes can include long-term 
psychological problems, menstrual dysfunction, electro- 
lyte imbalances, and stress fractures to the skeletal sys- 
tem, infertility, premature osteoporosis, and death. 
-HOW TO HELP: 

1, Stay away from “body comments”—did you know 
that telling Anorexics that they are thin brings about more 
desire to lose weight? 

2, Stop the use of “fake foods” in the home, such as 
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meal substitutes in liquid and powder form, or energy bars. 
Remember diets do not work — get into meal planning | ac- 
tion not’dieting reaction! Give real food a chance. 

3. Do not encourage diet aids such as diet pills, stimu- 
lants, gym formulas to enhance weight loss. Any weight 
loss program needs to be monitored by a youth's physi- 
cian. 

4, Do not encourage diets. If a youth’s body health is in 
question, ask their doctor for direction. Youth who tear 
negative comments about “hips, butt, thighs, and stomach” 
and see routine dieting have an increased risk of eating 
disorders. 

5. Early intervention is the key to treating this illness. 
Once Anorexia Nervosa and Bulimia become entrenched, 
the illness is difficult to relinquish. The eating disorder 
that started at 17 years old moves well into the 20s, 30s 
and 40s for the majority of sufferers. _ 

6. Support treatment, Anorexia Nervosa and Bulimia 
require mental health professionals who have expertise in 
eating disorders to ensure proper intervention. 

Many youth report wanting out of the eating disorder 
but they do not want to gain weight. This is the trap — fear 
of becoming fat, but the fear of dying as well. 

The vicious cycle, the body deteriorates, depression be- 
comes severe, and the family can feel like their world is 
being shattered not knowing how to help. Intervene 2 
getting help today. 

Don’t let the disillusionment of power presented by An 
orexia Nervosa trick family or friends into silence.

Incidents put spotlight on teen alcohol abuse 


Sixteen minors were ar- 
rested in the span of one 
weekend recently, for a va- 
riety of alcohol related of- 
fenses. All of the arrests 
took place in Hayes Town- 
ship, Friday, June 11, and 
Sunday, June 13. 

The first arrests took 
place on US-31 in Hayes 
Township on Friday, when 
two Harbor Springs teens 
were stopped and arrested 
for operating while intoxi- 


cated, minor in possession, 
open intoxicants in a mov- 
ing vehicle, and illegal use 
of a chemical substance, ac- 
cording to Charlevoix 
County Sheriff George T. 
Lasater. Investigation re- 
vealed that the two had pur- 
chased 16 aerosol cans of 
whipping cream to abuse 
(inhale) the nitrous oxide 
propellant, according to 
Lasater. The two also had 
false identification in their 


possession, and had pur- 
chased beer prior to being 
stopped. 

The second incident re- 
sulted in the arrest of 14 area 
teens at a residence on Sun- 
day, June !3. The teens were 
arrested on minor in posses- 
ston charges when deputies 
responded to a party at a 
residence, the majority of 
the present, Lasater said, 
were almost twice the legal 
limit of an adult blood al- 


cohol content of .08. Lasater 
expressed continued con- 
cer about teens abusing al- 
cohol, having recently in- 
vestigated a case of a youth 
being treated for alcohol 
poisoning at a local hospi- 
tal. “Parents are asked to 
monitor their teens more 
closely and to be aware of 
the increasing abuse of in- 
halants, which can prove 
fatal to even a first time 
user,” Lasater said.

dent Marty Moody, 

Those in support of the 
project, however, main- 
tained that the dock would 
be good for businesses in 
the downtown area, con- 
tributing to the overall eco- 
nomic health of Boyne 
City. “I think these guys 
need to be commended,” 
said loca] business owner 
and resident Leanne 
Arthurs, noting that her 
downtown store is fre- 
quented by transient boat- 
ers. “If we work together 
as a team, I think it can be 
a Win-win Situation here.” 

“T think this is an amaz- 
ing opportunity,” said resi- 
dent Steve Voice, an envi- 
ronmental consultant and 
boater, “This is something 
that is a tremendous ben- 
efit to the City.” 

It was noted that what 
makes the proposal most 
attractive is the fact that it 
will be funded solely by 
private dollars. 

“T don’t have to pay 
these people anything to 
create a public good,” 
Arthurs said. 

The hearing was about 
more than the feelings of 
individual residents, how- 
ever. The City of Boyne 
City, represented by city 
manager Michael Cain, 
took a strong position 
against the marina as pro- 
posed, maintaining that 
while the City supports the 
general expansion of ma- 
rinas within the parameters 
of the existing ordinance, 
the City believes that the 
current proposal infringes 
on City property or, at the 
very least, does not provide 
proper fairways as set by 
DEQ standards. 

“The City has made pro- 
posals to work coopera- 
tively [with developers] to 
help meet the desire of the 
restaurant for increased 
boat.capacity, and the City 
remains open to such dis- 
cussions,” Cain said. Tip of 
the Mitt Watershed Coun- 
cil policy specialist 
Jacqueline Stuebner spoke 
on behalf of the council in 


stating their support for the | 
City’s position, in opposi- 


tion to. the plan. “Ingress 


and egress width must be 
contained within the own- . 
_ ers riparian area,”’ she said. 


“These issues haven't been 


completely ironed out.” 
David Scroggie, presi- 


dent of the Harborage Bay 
Condominium Associa- 


tion, expressed concerns 
regarding the placement c of 
the dock, and the affect it.

would have on other docks 
in the vicinity, a problem 
compounded by the exist- 
ence of old pilings adjacent 
to the proposed marina. 
“We have no issue with a 
dock as a neighbor,” 
Scroggie said. “The issue 
we have is it’s the only way 
in to our waterway.” 

On the other side of the 
issue, State of Michigan 
Waterways Commission 
chairman John Winn stated 
support for the issue on be- 
half of his organization. 
“We're losing transient 
boating slips at an alarm- 
ing rate in this state,” Winn 
said. 

“[The proposed marina] 
is good for boaters and it’s 
good for the State of 
Michigan.” 

Developer Krueger, who 
opened the meeting witha 
brief presentation of the 
plans, asserted his own 
take on the situation, main- 
taining that it is his conten- 
tion that the marina as pro- 
posed does not encroach 
on anyone else’s property. 

“We were very cogni- 
zant of the disputed ‘Ber- 
muda Triangle’ (the prop- 
erty over which the City 
asserts ownership), and we 
were sure to place the dock 
well within our own ripar- 
ian and our own property 
rights,’ Krueger said. 

“My dock is my pas- 
sion,” he concluded. “I 
love boats and I love to 
have people come to the 
city by boat.” 

According to the DEQ, 
the hearing pertained only 
to the construction permit, 
being considered under 
Part 301, Inland Lakes and 
Streams, of the Natural 
Resources and Environ- 
mental Protection Act, 
1994 PA 451, and another 
arm of the department 
would later be involved 
with issues regarding a 
marina operating permit. 


The department will ac-_ 


cept comments regarding 
the proposal for 15 calen- 
dar days following the 
meeting.
